In the argument this motion had 
been treated as a demurrer, and the de- 
fense claimed that a mandamus was not 
the proper remedy, because the can- 
vassing board's duty was not ministerial, 
but quasi-judicial and because the proper 
remedy was by contest before the senate. 


The court held otherwise—that this 
court could direct the canvassing board 
by mandamus and that the mandamus 
was the proper remedy. The distinction 
make by Ju Ige Buchwalter, followed by 
this court, by declaring that this is not a 
contest for office but for the certificate 
which cannot be given by the senate 
and has a value distinct from the office 
itself. The court considered in detail, 
the averments which were stricken out 
of record, except where the allegations 
were as to irregularities in counting the 
Tote.

German Citizens in Austria. 


Bird Son^s. 


It is worthy of remark that birds 
lave their time to sing, as well as to 
labor for a living. Their mornkig and 
evening songs are never omitted, how- 
ever silent they may be at noontime. 
They spend many hours of the day in 
the diligent search of food, but its 
earliest and latest moments are given 
to song. A few species sing on the 
wing, like the skylark soaring to 
heaven's gate; others sing as they hop 
upon the ground, but most birds choose 
some lofty perch from which to warble 
forth their notes. 
The vireos and 
warblers sing as they work among the 
foliage of the trees, but the thrushes 
set apart an hour for song. The white- 
throated sparrow chooses the evening 
hour for his loud and cheery lay. When 
we first heard it, many and many a 
year ago, from the top of Pleasant 
Mountain, how wild and solitary it 
seemed. Its notes came clear and dis- 
tinct above those of most other birds. 
They are among the last to be heard at 
night, and seem to come from far away. 
We associate this bird with the moun- 
tains, and it seems as solitary as their 
peaks. It is easy to interpret its songs, 
for none can mistake the warning 
words: "Sow wheat, Peverly, Peverly, 
Peverly!" 
Some say it is^Peabody" 
to whom he is giving advice, but the 
legend runs that it was the farmer 
Peverly who profited by it. The wood 
thrush, too, sings at evening. He is 
perhaps our greatest singer, so charm- 
ing are his notes. 
He varies his song 
like a skillful artist, and seems at times 
to pride himself on doing something 
that he had ought not to do. Bilt how- 
ever he may vary it, his song is inimi- 
table. 


But it is the morning hour in which 
most birds give themselves to song. 
During a morning walk a few days 
since we heard the full, rich notes of 
the golden oriole, the long whistle of 
the wood pewee, the low note of the 
chirping sparrow, the short, ascending 
trills of the ovenbird, while the least 
fly-catcher, the chestnut-sided warbler, 
the song sparrow, the redstart, the in- 
digo bird, the black-and-white creeper, 
the red-eyed vireo, and the goldfinch 
joined in to swell the chorus, and from 
far away came the clattering discord of 
the yellow-hammer. It was a glorious 
concert, and fitly ushered in a bright

HON. A. P. EDUERTON. 


As T H E SENXINEII predicted yesterday 
Hon. A. P. Edgerton, of this city, and 
Hon. W. I. Trenholm, of South Caro 
liua, were chosen civil service commis 
Bioners. 
The selection of Mr. Edgerton 
is hailed witli delight by his legion of 
friends who know him but to love him 
and admire his noble character and lofty 
attainments. 
The country could not 
produce a more acceptable man for the 
place. 
He is practical, honest, fair 
minded and entirely free from aflaiiations 
that might impede a creditable discharge 
of his duties. 
T H E S E N T I N E L is pleased 
t<) again see Mr. Edgerton in public life 
and believes it is the dawn of a new era 
in the career of as great a man as the 
west has developed. 
This sketch of Mr 
Edgerton's life if from the Allen County 
Atlas and will interest the public: 


Hon. Alfred P. Edgerton was born at 
Plattsbnrg, Clinton county, New York 
January 11, 1813, being the eldest son 
of Bela Edgerton and Phebe Ketchum 
who were married at Plattsburg, March 
24, 1811. 
Bela, his father, was born in 
New London county, Conn., September 
28, 1787, and was a lineal descendant of 
Richard Edgerton, one of the original 
proprietors of Norwich, Conn. He grad- 
uated at Middlebury college, was 
lawyer by profession, a member of the 
assembly of New York from Clinton 
county for several years, and died at 
Fort Wayne, Ind., September 10, 1874. 
Alfred's mother was born at Livingston 
Manor, Duchess rountyji» New York, 
March 27, 1790; died at Hicksville, 
Ohio, August 24, 1844. 


Mr. Edgerton was a graduate of the 
Academy at Plattsburg and made hisj first 
public appearance as an editor of 
newspaper in his native town in 1833, 
and in the fall of that year he removed 
t;0 New York City and engaged in com- 
mercial pursuits. 
In the spring of 1837 
he came to Ohio and took the charge 
and management of the extensive landed 
nterests of the American Land company 
and those owned by Messrs, Hicks, and 
established a law office at Hioksville. 
At this office over 100,000 acres of land 
were sold. 
In 1852 Mr. Edgerton was 
himself the owner of nearly 40,000 acres 
of land in northwestern Ohio. 
These 
lands were subsequently mostly sold by 
him to actual settlers toward whom he 
extended a most liberal policy in regard 
to their indebtedness to him. 
During 
his residence at Hicksville lie was ac- 
tively engaged in developing and im- 
proving that part of Ohio in which he 
resided, Ijoth of a private and public 
character. 


In 1845 he was elected to the «tate 
senate of Ohio, 
He immediately took a 
leading position in that body, then com- 
prising some of the ablest men in that 
state of both poUtioal parties. 
Mr. 
Edgerton being a new member, but little 
was known or expected of him by his 
associates. But when Alfred KeUy, then 
the leader of the whig party in the sen- 
ate, had introduced their financial policy 
and kindred issues, Mr. Edgerton op- 
posed their claims and in clear and log- 
ical speeches electrified the senate by the 
accurate 
knowledge 
he 
gave 
in 
detail, 
regarding 
'the 
finances 
of 
the state. 
Mr. Kelly soon found in 
Mr. 
Eifgerton, a foeman worthy of 
his steel, while the democrats were de- 
lighted with his success in 'debate, and 
from that time forward recognized him 
as their leader. 
During the next year 
he was strongly recommended by many 
of the leading democratic papers for 
goremor of the state. One of them thua 
speaks of him: "Dnring the last two ses- 
sions of fhe general 
assembly 
Mr. 
Edgerton has proven himself to be an 
able and talented statesman; and while 
he has faithfully adhered to sound dem^ 
ocratic principles, his unimpeached pri- 
vate character, high sense of honor and 
sterling integrity as a gentleman, have 
commanded the respect of his most bit- 
ter political opponents. Consistent, firm 
and unyielding in his principles, active 
and ardent in his undertakings, he pos- 
sesses all of the elements of a successful 
leader." In 1850, after the close of his 
brilliant career in the atate smate, he 
irtm «leoted to t)»e house of xeprwenta- 


tives of the congress of the United 
States, and was re-elected in 1852. 
He 
was second on the committee of claims 
for the first term and chairman on the 
committee during 
his' second 
term. 
This position is one of arduous labor and 
it always commands a large influence in 
the business of legislation. 
As such 
chairman his services were of great value 
to the whole ooimtry, but he did not 
Deglect his position on the floor of con- 
gress. 
In debate Mr. Edgerton waa 
forcible, pungent, logical and refined, 
his speeches showing great research and 
being filled with well-digested informa- 
tion, practical good sense and sound, 
discriminating judgment. 


In 1853 he was sheeted by the board 
of fund commissions as the 
financial 
agent of the state of Ohio, to reside in 
New York. 
This was the inauguration 
by the state of a new policy, since ad- 
hered to, of having its funds kept for 
transfer by its own agents and within its 
own control. 
In 1856 he was chairman 
of the committee on the organization of 
the national democratic convention at 
Cincinnati. 
In 1859 he was one of the 
committee appointed by the legislature 
of Ohio to investigate the frauds wpon 
the state treasury, and made an elabor- 
ate report, which was accepted by the 
public as a full exposition of those frauds 
and their authors. 
In 1857 he removed 
to Fort Wayne, but retained his citizen- 
ship in Ohio until 1862. 
In 1859, in 
connection with Hugh McCulloch (since 
twice secretary of the treasury of the 
United States) and the late Pliny Hoag- 
land, of this city, he became the lessee 
of the Indiana canal from the Ohio 
state line to Terre Haute, assuming 
the position of general manager and 
as such controlled the business cf the 
partnership until 1868, 
In January of 
that year he was nominated as the 
democratic candidate 
for 
lieutenant 
gevernor of the state in Indiana with 
Thomas A, Hendricks for governor, but 
was defeated by less than 1,000 votes. 


In 1872 he received the nomination of 
the O'Connor democrats as their candi- 
date for governor of Indiana, which he 
declined in a very able and dignified 
letter to the chairman of the convention. 
He concludes his letter by saying, " I 
therfore shall vote the ticket with Mr. 
Hendricks at the head, and I earnestly 
hope that all democrats in the state will 
do likewise." He has been called by his 
political 
friends to fill many minor 
positions. 
He was a delegate to the 
Baltimore convention in 1848, from Ohio, 
also a ¡delegate from Indiana to the 
Chicago co^v^ntion in 1864, and has 
been a very active and efficient mem- 
ber 
of 
the school 
board 
of the 
city of Fort Wayne for many years. Mr. 
Edgerton has always filled the many dis- 
tinguished positions of honor and trust, 
in a manner satisfactory to his conetitu- 
ents, with whom he was at all times pop- 
ular, and with that eminent ability that 
placed him in the foremost ranks of our 
most distinguished statesmen. 
In pri- 
vate life, he has been one of our best 
and most 
efficient business men, an 
accomplished and genial gentleman, and 
during his residence in this city has al- 
ways been a prominent, favorite and re- 
spected citizen. 


TiiERK is a good deal of nonsense 
about this rivalry between cities, re- 
marks the Chicago Tribune; 
the talk 
of newspapers on tlio subject is largely 
good-natured cliaH", and the rivalry, so 
far as it may exist, is generally a bene- 
fit to each place, tending as it does to 
promote a public spirit. 
There are 
conditions, tlioiiglj, whore one city may 
grow at the expense of another, and 
when progress in one place means a 
loss of growth if not actual decadence 
to the other. 
Such is the situation as 
regards Kansas City and St. Louis, 
and it is curious because of its oddity. 
St. Louis can attain any great further 
growth only from the West and South- 
west, and between her and trade in the 
direction indic;ated Kansas City has 
risen like a stone wall. Having reached 
the point of competing on equal terms 
with St, Louis, as is now the case, the 
future for Kansas City is easy; the 
only wonder is that her growth came 
so swiftly from a village to its present 
dimensions. 
St. 
Louis 
is 
now 
hemmed in, cut off absolutely from 
great 
future, 
and 
to 
Kansas 
City belong the possibilities. 
As an 
illustration of how the Missouri River 
city is growing may be mentioned the 
simple fact that for the nine months of 
1885 the permits issued for building, 
including public ones, aggregate in 
value $5,021,413, as against $2,029,853 
for the same period in 1884, a gain of 
$2,991,560, or 148 per cent. 
This gain 
is something remarkable, and there are 
indications .that the phenomenal growth 
will continue. 
Why this is so, why 
!Sansas City instead of St. Louis is to 
be the great town of the Southwest, is 
hard to explain. 
The laws regulating 
the growth of cities should be by this 
time clearly defined; but they are not. 
Much depends, no doubt, upon climatic 
conditions and upon the accidents of 
immigration and the resultant charac- 
ter of the people.

Faith-Healing a Fact, 


Th^e can be no question that iaith^ 
healing is a fact. The brain is not 
simply the organ of the mind; it is also 
the chief center, or series of centers, 
of the nervous system by which the 
irhole body is energized, and its com- 
ponent parts, with their several func- 
tions, are governed and regulated. 
There is no miracle in healing by faith; 
whereas, it would be a miracle if, the 
organism being constituted as it is, and 
the laws of life such as they are, faith- 
healing under favorable conditions did 
not occur. The fallacy of those who 
proclaim faith-healing as a religious 
function lies in the fact that they mis- 
understand and misinterpret their own 
formula. 


It is the faith that heals, not the hy- 
pothecated source, or object, of faith 
outside the subject of faith. 
The 
whole process is self-contained. 
Noth- 
ing is done for the believer; his act of 
believing is the motor force of his cure. 
We all remember the old trick of mak- 
ing a man ill by persistently telling 
him he is ill until he believes it. 
The 
contrary of this is making a man well 
by inducing him te believe himself to 
be so. The number of the "miracles" 
performed will be the precise number 
of persons who are capable of being 
thrown into a state of mind and body 
in which "faith" dominates the organic 
states. Pathologists will limit the area 
of this process to the province of func- 
tional disease; but we are not sure that 
they are justified by scientific facts in 
making this limitation. 
It must not be 
forgotten that function goes before or- 
ganism in development, and that there 
are large classes of cases in which the 
disabilities of a diseased organ for a 
fair performance of its functions are 
mainly due to a want of power or ir- 
regularity in action. 
And it is a fact 
in pathology that if the function of an 
organ be maintained or restored, much 
of the destructive metamorphosis due 
to proliferation of connective tissue, 
fatty deposits, or even certain forms of 
atrophic change in which the nuclei of 
cell-life are rather denuded than de- 
stroyed, may be arrested and to some 
extent repaired. 
The vis medicatrix 
nature is a very potent factor in the 
amelioration of disease, if only it be 
allowed fair play. An exercise of 
faith" as a rule suspends the opera- 
tion of adverse influences, and appeals 
strongly through the conscioueness to 
the inuer and underlying faculty of 
vital force. 
There are many intracta- 
ble cases in every practice which might 
be "cured by faith." It is well that 
these poor persons should be benefited 
by some means, it matters little what; 
and if they can be "healed by faith" 
we ought to be very glad, and thank- 
ful, too, for the mistaken zeal of those 
who, being weak-mindeA themselves, 
make dupes of other weak-minded 
folks to their advantage. This is a 
blind leading the blind in which they 
do not fall into the ditch, but, by a 
happy combination of circumstances, 
actually escape danger and gain some- 
thing to boot.—London 
Lancet
